Initially, note that the instant claims are not patentably 
distinct from the claims (1-8) of copending S.N. 10/590,683. A 
provisional rejection has been made in the copending 
application. See MPEP 804. 

The newly cited prior art, including the Chinese FAOM (p 1- 
2), have been carefully reviewed. 

The references do not disclose or suggest the instantly 
required conductive paste comprising conductive material and 
specific combination of ethyl cellulose binder (s) and solvent. 
Additionally, it is noted that applicant has shown by direct 
comparative example that the claimed pastes compositions possess 
superior/unexpected results as compared to compositions outside 
the scope of the claims (see examples in specification) . 

Newly cited U.S. 6,589,446 is the English Language 
equivalent of CN1303104 (cited on 1449) .
